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nor make what may be termed a vocal 
noise. People forget, or do not stop to 
consider, that we who hear only imitate 
the sounds of the human voice as they 
fall upon our ears from infancy. Since, 
therefore, the auditory nerve of the deaf- 
mute does not convey any sound, the 
tympanum of the ear not responding to 
the vibrations of sound, he cannot imi¬ 
tate, and therefore cannot give audible 
expression to his feelings, desires, &c. 
That the vocal organs ai*e perfect is plain 
from the fact that in many of our Insti¬ 
tutions deaf children are to a certain ex¬ 
tent taught to sp>eak, viva voce, by watch¬ 
ing the lips, tongue, &c., of the teachei*. 

Anotherpopular error is to suppose that 
the deaf-mute is a sad, discontented be¬ 
ing, or a sort of half idiot, half madman- 
Thank God, this error is not so wide¬ 
spread as it used to be; but still a word 
here will not be amiss. While this may 
in part be true, it is the result of circum¬ 
stances. A child who is the only deaf- 
mute in a family, if allowed to grow up 
without an education, is cut off from all 
the pleasures of the home circle ; he is 
generally the “butt” of the unthinking 
and cruel boys in his neighborhood; with¬ 
out sympathy or amusement, what won¬ 
der if he is discontented, or passionate 
when he is not restrained by school dis¬ 
cipline 1 ? What a contrast the educatedand 
the uneducated deaf-mute present to us! 

No human condition can be imagined 
more deplorable than that of the unedu¬ 
cated deaf-mute. In the words of one 
who has devoted his life to this class of 
our fellow-beings : “A blind person may 
call forth tears of pity when we think of 
the beauties in nature from which he is 
forever debarred, but though no cheering' 
ray may pierce his sightless eyeballs, 
light shall burst upon his soul. The 
hopelessly insane man excites our com¬ 
passion as we view the wreck of mind, 
yet we remember there was a time when 
he enjoyed rational existence, and that 
if he improved this aright, he is destined 
to the highest exercise of his moral and 
intellectual powers inanother world. Up¬ 
on the idiot we look with feelings akin to 
those with which we regard the brutes 
that perish. But in the uneducated deaf- 
mute we see mind, possessing all the 
powers with which it was created, yet 
prevented from exercising them upon 
their appropriate objects; intellect con¬ 
fined within a prison-house of clay. Such 
an one has no idea of the God who rules 
over all.” 

Says a highly educated deaf and dumb 
gentleman, in reply to the question, 
whether previous to his admission into 
the Institution where he received his ed¬ 
ucation, he had any idea of God or of the 
origin of the world and the beings and 
things it contains, “I had none at all, nor 
had I any of my own soul; for it never 
occurred to me to seek to know what was 
that within me which thought and 
willed.” And this is the substance of 
answers given by very many deaf-mutes 
to whom the same questions have been 
proposed. Such is the deaf-mute as he 
enters the school-room for the first time, 
and such the material which is being 
moulded and fashioned into intelligent 
beings, capable of taking their place in 
the busy world of commerce, science and 
art. When they enter an Institution 
they readily pick up, by intercourse with 
older pupils, the language of signs em¬ 
ployed as a means of instruction and con¬ 
versation. Here, at the daily morning 
and evening chapel exercise, he. gets his 
first lessons in reverence and knowledge 
to the Supreme Being. While in the 
school-room his secular education is go¬ 
ing on step by step. Through a long and 
somewhat tedious process light at last be¬ 
gins to dawn upon the mind, becoming 
clearer as the more difficult portions of 
the structure of our language is mastered, 
until at last, after a liberal education, he 
emerges from his “Alma Mater,” a man, 
able to bear his part in the struggle of 
life, no longer the object of pity, the bur¬ 
den on society; he has become a pro¬ 
ducer, not a consumer only. In many 
cases, it may be, supporting a widowed 
mother or younger sister’s, and in many 
more cases supporting a wife and family. 

The question is often asked : “Can 
they read our ordinary books?” Of 
course they can. They study from the 
ordinary text-books of our schools. The 
High Classes of the several Institutions 
and the National Deaf-Mute College at 
Washington, D. C., prepare young men 
for the higher walks of life, and they may 
be found as teacher's of their brethren in 
silence, or as analytical chemists, or 
clerks in the Departments, or bookkeep¬ 
ers in mercantile* business. Above all, 
they are possessed of the knowledge of the- 
tnie God and the Saviour of the world. 

Nor is this all that is done for the 
deaf-mute, though what further is orr a 
more limited scale. The Legislatures of 
the various States, recognizing the just 
demand of equal educational facilities for 
all, properly support, in whole or in part, 
these Institutions. But when the deaf- 
mute leaves school his claim upon the Gov 
eminent no longer exists. He has nowty 
provide for himself socially, religiously 
and practically. 

Now, there exists in the minds of 
many a prejudice against employingthem, 
on the ground of their infirmity. They 
need some one to explain these prejudices 
away, to help them to obtain employ¬ 
ment, to smooth difficulties, to look af¬ 
ter them when sick and dying, to bap¬ 
tize, marry and bury them. And to 
bring them religious instruction on Sun¬ 
days. This, all this is done for them by 
a son of him who was pioneer of the 
work in the U. S. The Bev. Thos. 
Gaullaudet, D. D., Hector of St. Ann’s 
Free Church for Deaf-Mutes in this city 
has always been the friend of the deaf- 
mute. He has gathered in quite a con- 
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witness’ stand. And if I would, how 
co"ild I tell which is dearest ? One may 
please me best in one respect, another in 
another, but I love them all.” 

“Have you any dearer than Alick ?” 

“I repeat—I would not like to testify 
if I could, and I could not if I would.” 

“Well, then, do you care enough for 
me to be interested in my affairs ? or 
will what I want to tell you be tire¬ 
some?” 

“I should be a poor sister if uninter¬ 
ested in anything pertaining to my broth¬ 
ers. I am all attention.” 

Then Jerry went on to say that Rocky 
Bend was unpleasant to him, or had been 
until I came. He had not room enough. 
He had received a good business educa¬ 
tion, so far as theory went, a splendid 
drill in book-keeping ; he flattered him¬ 
self that he was something of a salesman 
and a manager.

I could not help answering these ques¬ 
tions in the affirmative, but, though 
greatly interested in all that pertained to 
him, I would rather not have had this 
conversation. For it began to appear 
possible that he was caring more for me 
than I had thought. Not that I was sil¬ 
ly enough to thing such compliments as 
“singing like an angel” meant anything 
—he could talk that kind of nonsense to 
any one of a dozen girls and scarcely 
think of her afterwards. The cause for 
uneasiness lay in his persistently seeking 
my society ; in this confidence reposed 
in me, in the beginnings of that new rev¬ 
elation of himself which every man makes 
to the woman he loves, au unusual sin¬ 
cerity of speech, an increasing tenderness 
of manner.

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Our Deaf-Mute ‘Work. 


Among the many classes into which 
the human family is divided, and among 
the many charitable and philanthropic 
institutions for their education or com¬ 
fort, perhaps the “children of silence” 
ai*e least known, and the Institutions for 
their education least appreciated by the 
great mass of the American public. And 
tins may be accounted for from the fact 
that outside of our great cities the deaf 
and dumb are so scattered as to be lost 
sight of amongtheirmore fortunate breth¬ 
ren. When, therefore, the statement is 
made, that there are 20,000 deaf-mutes, 
and 30 educational Institutions for their 
benefit, an these United States, it is re¬ 
ceived with marks of wonder and sur¬ 
prise that such should be the. case, and 
so comparatively few should know it. 
On this account, then, I .deem that a 
few words about the deaf-mutes of the 
United States may be of interest. It 
would be impossible in the space allotted • 
to give more than a passing glance at the 
history of deaf-mute education in the old 
world. Among the ancients, the deaf- 
mute was classed among the idiotic and 
insane ; they were not held responsible 
for tb«ir action, were, in the eyes of the 
law, always infants, and were not al¬ 
lowed to marry unless under special dis¬ 
pensation. 

Spain, according to the results of in¬ 
vestigation, seems to have produced the 
earliest instructors £& the art of teaching 
the deaf-mute in the 16th and 17th cen¬ 
turies. The principal and most success¬ 
ful of these were Pedro Ponce de Leon, 
Bonet and Carion. 

Italy in the 17th century produced 
several writers who treated of the in¬ 
struction of deaf-mutes, but no Italian is 
known to have actually practiced the art 
until, in 1784, the Abbe Sylvester, a 
disciple of De l’Epee, opened his school 
in Rome. 

England, Holland and Germany ail 
furnished men who theoretically or prac¬ 
tically became exponents and supporters 
of the art, tho most successful of whom 
were, perhaps, Dr. John Wallis, of Eng- 
gland, and John Conrad Amman, of Hol¬ 
land. Succeeding years produced a crowd 
of men who gradually improved 
the art ; the most prominent of whom 
are Heinicke in G-emany, Braidwood in 
Scotland, and those clear and shining 
lights, De TEpee and Sicard of France, 
“through whose benevolent labor” (says 
Dr. H. P. Peet), “and especially the two 
last named, the benefits of instruction, 
hitherto confined to the favorites of for¬ 
tune, are gradually extended to the poor 
and humble.” The deaf and dumb— 
hitherto neglected, thrust out of so¬ 
ciety, denied the disposition of their 
own goods, in most cases excluded from 
the marriage ties—are admitted to equal 
and legal privileges with their fellow- 
men ; and, above all, they who for many 
centuries were left in darkness, without 
hope in this world or the next, are 
brought to fix their eyes on the Saviour 
of men, and forget the calamities of this 
life in the promises of the life to come. 

It was not, however, until 181/ that

The Geographical Mysteries of a Year. 


D. D. BECKER. 


In a feature delivered in New York 
city, recently, Chief-justice Daly said : 
The physical events of geographical and 
general character which have marked the 
past year, have been the widespread dis¬ 
turbances of the earth’s crust, as exhibit¬ 
ed by volcanic eruptions and earthquakes 
atmospheric disturbances, and great ir¬ 
ruptions of the sea, noticeable for the de¬ 
struction of life and property which have 
attended them ; remarkable extremes of 
heat and cold in several parts of the world 
of great duration, and observations upon 
the rising and sinking of the land as in¬ 
dicated by marks upon our eoast lines. 
The earthquake in California extended 
over an area of 1,500 miles. By the 
earthquake in Antioch 2,000 lives were 
lost. The eruption of Mount Vesuvius 
in April, was the most terrible known 
for centuries. Among other phenomena 
were the terrible storm|in the North-west; 
the accumulation of immense snow-drifts 
in Nova Scotia ; the passage of large 
fields of ice southward to the Gulf stream ; 
the gale on the western lakes ; the great 
rain fall in Bombay ; the tornado at 
Madras ; the inundation of the river Po, 
rendering 60,000 persons homeless, and 
at the close of the year, the great ten 
days’ storm ..

Alonzo Hitchcock 
has arrived in Springfield, Mass., to su¬ 
perintend the work of making his 35-ton 
gun. The forging of this immense piece 
requires a furnace which will cost $5,- 
000 ; and the whole cost of the plant is 
thus calculated by Mr. Hitchcock : Ham¬ 
mer, $10,440 ; cylinder of hydraulic 
press, $1,280 ; plunger, $1,05Q; anvil 
block, $2,500 ; supplementary block, 
$780 ; force pump, $1,000 ; reverbera¬ 
ting furnace, $5,000 ; extras, $2,950; 
total, $25,000—the estimate, however, 
not including foundations or stack. The 
foundation of the hydrostatic ram, on 
whose piston the anvil rests, must be of 
the most substantial character, to resist 
the immense force of the 10-ton hammer 
whose blows it must support. It isestima- 
ted that the pit to contain this ram, must 
be sunk 50 feet below the surface and 
rest on the rock bottom, if the building at 
the water shops now selected shall be 
used.

The portion of the county of Oswego 
lying near the mouth of Oswego river 
was discovered in 1754by French Jesuits, 
who established missions here for the 
conversion of the Iroquois. (There is a 
tradition that the French established a 
military post here at a very early period, 
but research among the papers of that 
period does not corroborate the state¬ 
ment.) 

The French had previously explored 
the St. Lawrence, and in 1615 Champlain, 
in an expedition against the Onondaga’s, 
passed through the east part of the coun¬ 
ty. In 1700 the English explored the 
country occupied by the five nations as 
far west as Oswego, and in 1722 a trad¬ 
ing house was built here under the di¬ 
rection of the New York colonial gov¬ 
ernment. From that period considerable 
trade was carried on by the English be¬ 
tween Oswego and Albany through Os¬ 
wego river, Oneida river and lake, Wood 
creek and the Mohawk. There were 
several portages on this route around the 
falls in the streams, and across from 
Wood creek to the Mohawk. In 1727 
the English built a fort on the west bank 
of the river near its mouth. (Not a sin¬ 
gletrace of this fortification novrremains.) 
The French claiming this territory re¬ 
monstrated against the action of the En¬ 
glish, and several times planned expedi¬ 
tions, but did not carry them into effect. 
Upon the commencement of the old 
French war of 1753, Fort Ontario was 
erected on the east bank of the river, and 
another fort was built upon the summit 
of the west ridge in 1755. This fort stood 
at the junction of west sixthand Van Bu- 
ren streets. In the summer of 1766, 5,- 
000 French, under Montcalm, with a 
heavy train of artillery ^consisting of 30 
guns of large calibar, crossed the lake 
from Fort Frontenac (now Kingston) and 
appeared before this place. The forts 
were invested August 11, and after three 
days hai-d fighting they were surrendered 
on the 14th. The French landed fifty 
miles east of Oswego and marched down 
the lake shore under cover of their naval 
force. The English garrison numbered 
200 strong. Col. Mercer, the English 
commander, was killed by a cannon shot 
on the second day ot the siege. The vic¬ 
tors demolished the fort, burned the En¬ 
glish vessels, and returned. 

In 1758, Col. Bradstreefc, with 3,350 
men, crossed the lake from this place, 
and reduced fort Frontenac. After de¬ 
stroying the fortifications and securing 
the military stores and vessels, he return¬ 
ed to Oswego and rebuilt the forts there. 
Fort Ontario was greatly enlarged and 
built in the most substantial manner. 

In the summer of 1760, the powerful 
army of Lord Amherst embarked on an 
expedition down the St Lawrence. From 
this time Oswego became the most im¬ 
portant military station upon the western 
frontier. During the revolution it was 
strongly garrisoned, and formed the 
headquarters of many of the marauding 
parties that desolated the frontier settle¬ 
ments. It continued in the possession of 
the British until 1796, when it was sur¬ 
rendered under the provisions of Jay’s
